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We have recently had a long conversation with 
one of the reforming priests of Mexico. From him 
we gained much information in regard to the re- 
ligious movement in that country, which if not en- 
tirely new to us, was interesting, coming from such 
a source and with much particularity. 

_ The present movement seems to have begun with 
the priests rather than with the people, though 
both classes are concerned in it. Certain priests 
were much dissatisfied, not to say disgusted, with 
the vices of the clergy, and became doubtful about 
some of the dogmas of the Church of Rome. They 
entered upon a course of investigation, formed cir- 
cles of inquiry which met together to study the 
Scriptures and consult authorities in Biblical in- 
terpretation. Many such circles of inquiry were 
instituted. The Rey. Mr. Gomez was a leader in 
this movement, and he was seized and put in 
prison. Others also began to preach the pure 
Bible—among them were Don Henriquez Orestes, 
now in New York. For three years he preached 
the truth, and resigned a large income for con- 
science’ sake, reducing himself to entire poverty. 


The number actually engaged in the reform 
movement it is not easy to estimate. The number 


‘connected with each circle is not uniform nor con- 
tinuous. But it is safe to say that there are at 
least one hundred engaged in it, and not less than 


five hundred who are interested in it, and desire’ 


to see it succeed. This is inferred from the facts 


that many letters of inquiry are received by the 


reforming priests from those who are seeking in- 
‘rman; and my sere ae mad 
en travelling, by. persons of whom they 


demus, by night, to inquire into the truth, of 
which they have heard some vague report. 

It should be known that this movement is en- 
tirely religious and not at all political, On politi- 
cal questions the reforming party are not of one 
mind, some being in favour of Maximilian, and 
some for a republic. They do not discuss that 
subject. What they want is a purer faith, and 
clearer knowledge of the way of salvation, and of 
the truth as it is in Christ. For this they study, 
and examine, and pray, seeking the aid of the Di- 
vine Spirit, according to the promise of Christ to 
lead them into all truth. Having thus but one 
object, they keep themselves from all political én- 
tanglements, and are willing to accept any form of 
government that may be most acceptable to the 
people of Mexico. 

Being entirely a religious movement, it is inter-' 
esting to know how far they have advanced in 
their views of the truth. They discard the lead~ 
ing errors of the Romish Church. Thus they ab- 
jure auricular priestly confession, the worship of 
images, the adoration of the Virgin and of saints, 
the celibacy of the clergy, and transubstantiation. 

They use both elements in the Lord’s Supper, 
and advocate giving the Scriptures to the people. 
In agvord, they reject the Pope of Rome and alt’ 


‘his authority. Yet they have not definitely settled 


upon any form of ecclesiastical organization. On 
this subject they are making further inquiry, wait~ 
ing for further light from above, and seeking the 
guidance of the Holy Spirit, They are men of 
prayer and deeply religious conviction. . 3 
Nor is this movement confined by any means to 
the clergy. The laity are deeply interested in it.»

are in advance of them, Indeed, the demand 
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among the people for the reforming clergy is 
greater than the supply; more are wanted than 
can be found. Of the anxiety of the people, some 
idea may be gained from the fact stated by our 
informant, that he wrote many articles on the re- 
form moyement in the secular papers, and the 
publishers always had to issue ‘double the usual 
number of all the papers containing those articles ; 
while the author, coming to be known, received 
many letters of inquiry from unknown persons in 
distant parts of the country. But the people, like 
the priests, are still uncertain what form of church 
government to adopt. Some prefer one, others 
another. But, like the priests, they wait in prayer 
for God’s direction and the blessing of the Holy 
Spirit to show them the way. 
In this state of mind, the people, as might be 
supposed, are thirsting for the Holy Scriptures 
and religious books. The Scriptures, especially, 
are eagerly sought. Some pleasing instances were 
related, showing the eagerness of the people to 
receive them, and the high value they put upon 
them. Here is one: our informant, in travelling 
over the country, came to a house in which was a 
lady who, in conversation, he found was much en- 
lightened. In short, she expressed decidedly evan- 
gelical views. On expressing his gratification and 
his surprise, she produced a Bible which she had 
obtained from the Agent of the American Bible 
Society. But she remarked that she was obliged 
. to keep her views secret, as she had an aged and 
near relative, who would certainly die if she knew 
that she had turned Protestant. Take another 
case: a poor widow had a small piece of ground, 
which she cultivated by the help of an only son. 
She very much desired a Bible, but had not money 
to pay. She had a lemon tree, the fruit of which 
she sold, She determined to devote that tree to 
the purchasing of a Bible. It bore well, and the 
first season she sold one hundred lemons for fifty 
cents, and bought her Bible. She prized that Bible 
so much, that she would not part with it for any 
consideration. 

. To the correctness of the above statements we 
have the concurrent testimony of Rey. Mr. Hickey, 
the Society’s Agent in Mexico. From time to 
time he has written us concerning these move- 
‘nents, regarding them as most hopeful for the 
spread of the Scriptures and the diffusion of 
evangelical views. He testifies, that notyith- 
standing much opposition from certain quarters, 
the demand for the Scriptures is deepening and 
widening continually, so that great encourage- 
ment is afforded to expect before many years the 
general establishment of correct religious views 
throughout Mexico, 

_ Under such circumstances, we think the friends 
of the Bible will see the importance of doing 
everything practicable for the spread of the Scrip- 
tures in this country, now in so interesting and 


| hopeful a state of religious inquiry. It is the more 


important from the fact that when erroneous 
views of religion are shaken, there is danger that 
all religion will be utterly discarded. Let us then 
give the Mexicans the pure Word of God as a sub- 
stitute for the dogmas which they now are dis- 
posed to reject, and occupy the mind with evan- 
gelical truth, lest it be entirely usurped by the 
spirit of darkness.

AFRICA—NATAL.—By a letter recently received 
from Rey. H. A. Wilder, of the mission at Ahmed- 
nugger, we learn that the printing of the New 
Testament in the Zulu language is making rapid 
progress, They have already reached the book of 
Romans, and hope in two or three months to have 
the entire Testament through the press, 

Cuit1.—The work of Bible distribution makes 
progress in Chili—slow but sure. The Rey. Mr. 
Trumbull informs us that the Rev. Mr. Gilbert, of 
Santiago, keeps a small stock of Scriptures on 
hand, and writes to him as follows: “ The sales in- 
crease a little. A colonel in the army, who lives 
near me, has lately bought three or four Bibles and 
four or five ‘Evenings with the Romanists,’ pub- 
lished by the Tract Society, and two of your 
(Mr. T.’s) controversy on the Bible question.” It 
is proposed to open a depository for Bibles in San- 
tiago, under authority from the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, which has a colporteur employed in 
that city. Mr. Trumbull has also a colporteur em- 
ployed in and about Valparaiso, under authority 
from the American Bible Society. The two socie- 
ties work side by side without clashing. 

ARGENTINE CONFEDERATION.—Mr. Milne writes 
us under date of July 22, that George Schmidt, 
“finding it impossible to proceed further in the 
same direction at this season of the year—the dead 
of winter—returned a few days ago from Minas, 
where he had sold in all 116 books. He has now 
gone to the Department de Canelones, and has 
taken with him all that remains of our Spanish 
books. I purpose going to Buenos Ayres to pro- 
cure more, and hope at the same time to succeed 
in getting a box of damaged Testaments (Spanish) 
which I am told have lain in a merchant’s office 
for many years. From Buenos Ayres I purpose 
crossing over to Colonia, in this republic, where I 
have reason to believe I shall find an open door.” 

Merxico.—Mr, Hickey continues his work suc- 
cessfully, but under manifest embarrassments and 
difficulties. The mails are very irregular, inter- 
rupting correspondence, and making intercommu- 
nication difficult, Travelling is very difficult as 
well as hazardous; very bad roads, high mount- ° 
ains, difficult of ascent and dangerous to descend, 
often occasioning accidents to man and beast, as 
well as vehicles, and exposure to rapine or death 
from lawless bands, in the present distracted con- 
dition of the country, render the labours of a Bible’ 
agent anything but a sinecure. But still Mr. Hick- 
ey pursues his work, and by God’s blessing suc-. 
ceeds in it, For illustration we refer to letters re- 
cently received, one of which was written the 31st _ 
of July. He now requests an additional supply of 
books, which will be sent him immediately, ~ 
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TurKEY—ANATOLIA.—It is interesting to see the 
inquiries for the Word of God in those places that 
were blessed with the labours of the apostles and 
early teachers of Christianity. Phrygia is men- 
tioned-in the New Testament as one of the fields 
of apostolic labour, and the language of Phrygia 
was one of those in which the apostles spoke, when 
on the day of Pentecost “cloven tongues, like 
as of fire, sat upon each of them, and they were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost, and began to speak 
with other tongues, as the Spirit gave them utter- 
ance.” We refer to a letter from Mr. Bliss, on an- 
other page, giving an interesting account of the 
Bible work in that ancient country, now known as 
Anatolia. 


MEXICO. 

The letter of the Agent of our Society from 
which the following extracts are made, though 
written so long ago, was but recently received. 
The passages extracted will be read with interest: 

MONTEREY, July 31, 1865. 

DEAR BROTHER :—Since March last I have not 
had the pleasure of hearing from you. About a 
month ago, a mail on its way from Matamoras here 
was buried by the stage-driver, to prevent its fall- 
ing into the hands of Cortinas. The road has been 
held by Cortinas’ men for over three months, and 
it is only occasionally we receive any mail commu- 
nication from Matamoras. 

Every kind of business is dull; yet, notwith- 
standing all this, through infinite mercy the work 
— on, and an increased desire for the Word is 

elt wherever I have been. The harvest is rap- 
idly ripening, and we sadly need labourers. 
people say they have been kept blind, and that 
they now want light. Lately in Morelos I went 
to a house, the owner of which had no money, 
was very poor, and made all the usual Mexican ex- 
cuses, I talked a while and read some passages. 
He said to his wife, “That is the Book to open a 
man’s eyes ; buy it;” which of course she did. In 
another house in San Pedro, the owner of the house 
made the same excuses, I spoke to him of the 
yalue and importance of the Book, and read several 
portions to support my assertions. His wife said, 
“That is the Book for a head of a family to have,” 
and so he bought it. I called at the house of a 
poor peon (a kind of Mexican slave; a man whose 
labour is pledged for his debts, and whose debts 
his master takes good care shall never be paid). 
He could read tolerably well—a very rare thing 
for a peon—and possessed a very superior mind. 
Among other things, he asked why the Bible 7s 
sold so cheap? One argument against the Bible is, 
that if it were a good book it could not be sold so 
cheap. I told him-that the reason is, that good. 
Christian people in the United States, who never 
saw Mexico, and who had not the slightest expect- 
ation of ever seeing it, paid last year over $500,000 
to have the book printed for all the world, and es- 
pecially for Mexico, in order that every man might 


- yead for himself all that God did and said for the 


eople. I stated that every man has a right to the 
Word of God as much ag he has to the light of the 
sun, or to the air or rain, This seemed to please 
him very much, and I sold him a Testament on 
credit. But a good deal of — is like that 
_ of the boy who wanted some friend to lend him a 
- penny, and not ask it again. I rarely, very rarely,

give; it would not do in Mexico; but I sell on 
credit, and some I am paid for and some not. As 
a general thing, I am paid better than I have any 
reason to expect. If given, the Book would not be 
appreciated, and would of course be given up to 
the priest the moment it was demanded. 

I wanted to go to Matamoras, but Cortinas has 
issued a proclamation, saying that all found on the 
road after the 25th inst. shall be treated as spies. 
I am now preparing for a trip up the country to 
Matechuala and Real de Catorce, etc. Iwas told 
yesterday that the priests ordered all the Bibles 
and Testaments to be delivered by their purcha- 
sers at the cathedral. But I believe they will find 
but very few to obey them. The priest-power has 
received a deadly wound; their days are surel 
numbered. :

ARGENTINE CONFEDERATION, 
Extracts from a Letter of Mr. Andrew M. Milne. 
Monte Vipeo, Aug. 14, 1865. 


Dear Srr:—When in Buenos Ayres I succeeded 
in getting the box of Spanish damaged New Test- 
aments mentioned in my last, and forwarded them 
for Canalones, where George Schmidt is at present 
labouring. In this district he has been doing a 
good work, and amidst much priestly opposition has 
found the value of the protection granted us by 
government. He states that on one occasion he 
was taken to the police office, where he was de- 
tained about half an hour, until the chief of the 
police could find some one who was able to read 
the paper, after which of course he was set at lib- 


erty. 

The books bought from the British and Foreign 
Bible Society I took over to Colonia, a town on 
the Uruguay coast, with about 800 inhabitants. 
The first day I visited the whole town, and had 
unprecedented success, selling twenty-three Bibles 
and thirty-two New Testaments. I intended to 
have left the following morning, but there being 
no means of conveyance I went a short way into 
the camp, and was led by the Lord to the houses 
of those whose hearts He had opened to receive his 
Word. At every house I sold one or two copies, 
The third day I revisited the town, and supplied 
those who had not previously purchased. On of- 
fering to some a second time, it was very pleasing 
to observe the satisfaction they expressed in al- 
ready possessing such a precious book. I sold in 
all, during the three days I was there, over 120 
copies, without meeting the least opposition. 

Being requested, I presented to the public libra- 
ry, newly established, three copies of the Scriptures 
in different languages, In no place I have visited 
has the Word been so largely and hopefully sown, 
or so cordially received. May He whose Word it 
is give the understanding heart to all who read. 
and by it lead them to a saving knowledge of 
himeelf ! 

I intended on leaving Colonia to proceed into 
the interior; but many persons of experience in 
the country seriously dissuaded me from doing so 
at this time, on account of the unsettled state in 
which the late civil war has left that part of the 
country. Instead of waiting for the coach, which 
was not expected to arrive for five days, and it 
being very uncertain if Ishould then be able to 
take my books with me, I adopted what I consid- 


. 
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ered to be the more prudent and less expensive 
plan of sending the remaining portion of my books 
to Carmelo by water, a few leagues from Higuerites, 
the town I intend next to visit, and for which I 
shall have to purchase more books. 

Considering present circumstances, and the hold 
we have already taken of this republic, Rev. W. 
Goodfellow advises that I remain in Uruguay, and 
consider Monte Video as our centre, at least for 
some time. 

It is to be hoped that the war these republics are 
now engaged in will terminate in the opening up 
of Paraguay for the dissemination of the Scriptures, 
against which it has hitherto been entirely shut 
up.

THE BIBLE IN ANCIENT PHRYGIA, 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 28th, 1865. 

Dar Srr:—Several months since my attention 
was called to the importance of Bible colportage 
in Ancient Phrygia, I wrote at once to Rey. Mr. 
Greene, missionary at Broosa, asking if he could 
not furnish from his field a suitable man for the 
work. After some delay, Haritoon of Bilijih was 
pes to enter the service. Yesterday his first 

etter was received, and interested me so much 
that I decided to give you one or two extracts 
from it. The letter was written at Kara Hissar, in 
what is called the “ Old New Khan” * of that city, 
on the 15th of September. He reached that city 
Saturday evening, the 9th. On Monday he opened 
his boxes and commenced his work. The demand 
for the Scriptures was very great—so great that in 
five days two thirds of his stock was gone, His 
sales averaged one hundred piasters a day. The 
demand for the large Caramanian or Greco-Turk- 
ish Bible was constant, and many persons being 
unsupplied, the colporteur sent to Kutayiah; hop- 
ing to obtain the books needed from the depot in 
that city, After giving the above statements, he 
writes : 

“You will wish to know about this place—the 
condition of its people. As thirsty men desire 
water, so do all who see the Sceriptwres, whether 
rich or poor, desire them. In the markets, in the 
shops, in khans, and private houses, the men come 
together in companies of three to five, and read the 
Word of God together. In the marketplaces men 
call us to read and explain the Scriptures. Even 
the Turks listen. Every man is our friend. There 
is no opposition,” 

__He reports the population of Kara Hissar as 
2,000, one third of whom are Armenians. He 
fcund a boys’ school of 300 pupils, with a head 
teacher and eight assistants. In visiting the 
school, he found thirty of the pupils studying 
: darned and saw in the hands oF many our New 

estaments, The principal teacher is somewhat 
enlightened, There is also a school for girls, The 


Bibles and Testaments in the hands of the people 
when they arrived wer ht from missionaries 
of the Church Missionary iety, who 


through the place last spring, The colporteur 
seems delighted to find Ah es open door, and re- 
joices in the cope that God is about to do a great 
and good work in all that region, He begs for 
ibicuttianen two khans in the city fe AGO Se one 
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our prayers in his behalf, and that of the poor peo- 
ple for whose enlightenment he labours, He pro- 
poses to spend a fortnight longer in Kara Hissar, 
and then visit other cities and towns in that re- 
gion. I had planned to have another colporteur 
at work in the southern part of the same field, but 
he was taken sick in the time of the cholera, and 
has not been able as yet to enter the service. 

In my letter of June 6th I referred to a very in- 
teresting work then in progress in a large town of 
3,000 Armenians, situated upon a mountain, thirty 
hours from Broosa. The spirit of inquiry is still 
on the increase in that town. A letter is before 
me, written by the pastor of Bilijih while on a visit 
to this town, in which he says, that on.a recent 
Sabbath two hundred persons were present at one 
of the meetings. Surely the few incorruptible 
seeds sown in that soil a few years since, are bring- 
ing forth abundant fruit. 

Rey. Mr. Herrick, of this city, is now on a tour 
throughout the interior, A letter from him at 
Angora, just received, speaks most encouragingly 
of the good work in that region. He says: “In 
Istanos (where the Gospel has but recently entered, 
and where much opposition has been encountered), 
I had some hours’ conference with fourteen breth- 
ren, and that of the very pleasantest kind. They 
are very affectionate, and treated us very cordially. 
I received a strong impression as to their wants. 
They are newly awakened, newly converted, in 
short, lambs, and need yery much a shepherd’s 
care. They need instruction and guidance; and I 
should hope much of these as liye working Chris- 
tians. Now is the opportunity for making a pro- 
found impression upon the Armenians. The yil- 
lage is a good deal stirred up by the power and 
light of the Gospel, and one or two Mohammedans 
are awakened to somewhat of inquiry.” 

There is a great lack of men for preachers, Bible 
colporteurs, and labourers, in every department of 
the work. “The harvest truly is plenteous, but the 
labourers are few.” Will not our friends pray the 
Lord of the harvest to send forth labourers into 
this great field ? Yours, truly, — :

BIBLE RE-ORGANIZATION IN NORTH CAROLINA. 

The work of re-organizing the auxiliaries of the 
American Bible Society in North Carolina, under 
the supervision of our Agent, Rey. Henry Hardie, 
is going forward under circumstances of great en- 
couragement, On the 5th of October, the Orange 
County Bible Society, centering at Hillsboro’, was 
revived, an excellent corps of officers chosen, and 
the hope awakened that it will speedily resume its 


tee, shows the auspices under which this associa~ 
tion takes its place again in our ranks: “Our for- 
mer books and papers were accidentally destroyed - 
by a fire which swept over our town about three 
years ago; and we consequently do not know how

but you will please us much if you will furnish us 
with a statement of it, at your earliest convenience.” 

The Raleigh Bible Committee, which was formed 
in July last, for a temporary object, by the Rev. W. 
H. Gilbert, was, on the 9th of October, merged into 
the Wake County Bible Society, the name of our 
former faithful auxiliary, which centered in the 
State capital. One of the Raleigh papers says re- 
specting it: “This society, or at least an organiza- 
tion of a similar name and character, had an exist- 
ence several years before the war, and has now 
been resuscitated under the kindly superintend- 
ence of the Rev. Henry Hardie, the Agent of the 
American Bible Society for North Carolina.” One 
of the resolutions adopted by the society was the 
following: “That the secretary be requested to 
write to the Parent Society, for the purpose of as- 
certaining how this society stands related, jinan- 
cially, to that Institution.” 

On the 16th of October, the Alamance County 
Bible Society, centering at Graham, was revived, 
and entered once more upon its appropriate work; 
a good band of officers having been chosen to take 
the direction of its interests. 

In this manner, the friends of the Bible in North 
Carolina are once more taking their places in the 
ranks of this. great national and catholic associa- 
tion, and entering upon the blessed work of look- 
ing up and supplying the destitute with the Word 
of Life. May we not hope that ere long all our 
former allies in that State, as well as throughout 
the South, will be with us again, as in former days, 
in the prosecution of this Heaven-approyved “work 
of faith, and labour of love.” 


MAINE BIBLE SOCIETY—A GOOD EXAMPLE. 

We have received the gratifying intelligence that 
the Maine Bible Society, centering in Portland, has 
recently appropriated five hundred dollars to the 
American Bible Society, in aid of the work of elec- 
trotyping the Arabic Scriptures. The society has 
also employed a Bible distributer to canvass and 
supply the city of Portland with the Scriptures. 
Already five hundred families have been visited 
for this purpose, and not one destitute family has 
been found among them. 

The board of managers of the society are putting 
forth also diligent efforts to interest Sabbath 
schools, and the Christian community generally, in 
the work of disseminating the Word of Life. 


A COLOURED BIBLE SOCIETY. 

Under date of the 16th of October, Rev. W. F. 
Baird, our former army Agent in Tennessee, gives 
the following interesting account of the organiza- 
tion of the Knox County Coloured Bible Society, 
in the city of Knoxyille: 

On the evening of the 26th of September, in 


company with Messrs. Cruswill and Brigham, su- | 


perintendents of the freedmen’s schools at Knox- 
Yille, I met a large number of the coloured people 


in the Old School Presbyterian Church, now used 
for school purposes. When I entered the house 
they were singing a hymn, at the end of which a 
coloured man offered a prayer. It was a most fer- 
vent and impressive one, pertaining to the occasion 
of the meeting, and its blessed object. I-wish that 
you could have heard it. When they arose from 
their supplications, an elderly man said to me: 
“We were just putting in the time till you should 
come.” 

I then read a portion of the 119th Psalm, and 
again invoked the blessing of God upon the meet- 
ing, and the contemplated organization. At the 
close of the prayer a coloured man proposed to 
sing another hymn, and the people all joined in 
singing, “O for a thousand tongues to sing,” etc. 
I then delivered a short address; after which a 
committee was appointed to nominate officers of 
the new organization. The committee made their 
nominations, and the election passed off with com- 
mendable dignity and propriety. There were 
three religious denominations represented in the 
meeting—the Presbyterian, the Methodist, and the 
Baptist ; and it was very pleasing to see with what 
Christian courtesy they treated each other, in form- 
ing the society. It would have done honour to 
any class of men; and I cannot but believe that 
great good will be accomplished by this organi- 
zation. 

Is not this the first Bible society organized 
among the freedmen of the South? Does an organ- 
ization of this kind meet with your approbation ? 
It is only here and there that a society like this 
can be formed and managed by the coloured peo- 
ple alone; and where this can be done, I cannot 
but believe that it will be the means of accomplish- 
ing much good.

FROM OUR ARMY AGENT IN NORTH CAROLINA, 


Permit me to relate an incident illustrating the 
saving power of the divine Word, which was told 
me in my recent tour, by the man in whose history 
it occurred. 

He is a man past fifty years of age. During the 
war, he had met with losses, and was obliged for 
a considerable time to be separated from his 
family, whom he had taken to his old home in the 
North. 

Neither he nor his wife was a Christian, or, at 
least, neither professed religion, and he had paid 
little attention to the subject. At parting, they 
agreed together to read the Bible in concert, each 
reading the same chapter daily. After continuing 
this course for a short time, the husband became 
deeply impressed with the conviction that he was 
not doing his whole duty. The obligation to pray 
as well as read, was very strongly enforced by the 
practice of reading. At length he yielded to his 
convictions, and with trembling heart and quiver- 
ing lip, bowed the knee in prayer. In this duty 
he persevered for several weeks, though almost in 
despair lest his day of grace was passed. 

Both by education and natural temperament, he 
was averse to what is called demonstration in re- 
ligion. But one wakeful night, he lay deeply ab- 
sorbed in thought, and seemed distinctly to hear 
a voice from one standing before him, asking— 
“ Will you serve the Lord?” to which he instantly 


| and audibly replied, as if constrained by an irre- 


sistible impulse, “I will, I will, I will.” From that 
time he felt committed to a life of obedience, as by 
a most solemn oath. And from it, when with his 
family (whom he has settled in a northern home) 
he has gone tremblingly forward to the erection of 
the family altar, and to take up the cross in social 
worship. 

His wife also has been greatly blessed, and with

THE NEW TACTICS AND THE NEW TESTAMENT. 

The following passages are extracted from the 
admirable speech of General Clinton B. Fisk, de- 
livered at the last anniversary of the American 
Bible Society : 

The agency of the Christian Commission is un-

| derstood by you all, and I need not weary you 
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with a recital of its work. I had the honour of 
being one of its original members, and have con- 
tinued in its management till this time. It has 
gone wherever the army went. It has intertwined 
the banner of the Cross with the starry flag of 
liberty. It has exhorted the soldier that while he 
loved his country and its flag, his first and best 
allegiance was due to the King of kings and Lord 
of lords. It has pointed to the stripes for our 
healing, and elevated the Star of Bethlehem beside 
the stars on our blessed flag, watching by the side 
of the dying and receiving the last message of love 
to be sent to the dear ones at home. Its blessed 
Bibles and Testaments, how many of them with 
my own hands have I been permitted to give to 
the soldier! And how many of them, taken from 
the hands of the dying soldier, has it been my 
privilege to send home to his loved ones, with the 
last message of the dying patient! All over this 
broad land, where funeral shadows have fallen, 
you will find copies of the Bible and Testament, 
and the mourning widow will tell you, “This was 
my husband’s hope when he died in his country’s 
service.” Lisping childhood will say, “This is my 
papa’s Bible when he died in the war.” Many of 
these books, torn and tattered with shot and sabre, 
have gone down in the trench to rest with the 
braye men who lie stark and stiff in their bloody 
graves, until they shall come forth in the first res- 
urrection. We cannot estimate the good that has 
been done until we shall all stand together at the 
last day. 

More than 25,000 Bibles and Testaments have 
been given to our soldiers and sailors from my own 
headquarters. I believed in putting them beside 
the Tactics and the Regulations of the army. Let 
me tell you a little incident in connexion with the 
distribution, There was a brave soldier from Ohio, 
Colonel Samuel Rice (a man now honoured in the 
army by the death of that Christian soldier who 
died at Spottsylvania with his face to the-foe). 
This Colonel Rice of Ohio commanded a brigade 
in my division in the Army of the Mississippi. In 
the summer of 1862, the War Department advised 
us that a new edition of Army Tactics would soon 
be issued, prepared by General Casey. We were 
eager to receive the new book, and inquiry at di- 
vision headquarters was frequently made, “ When 
do you expect the new Tactics.” One morning I 

received a package of a thousand Testaments print- 
ed by the American Bible Society, and they were 
put up in my headquarters in a nice little case, 
showing the backs with “New Testament” on 
them in gilt letters.. Soon afterwards Colonel Rice 
came in, and seeing the books in the case, said, 
“So the Tactics have come;.I am glad of it.” 
“Yes,” said I, “colonel, the Tactics have come.” 
“Can I make my requisition for them this morn- 
ing?” said he. “ Yes, sir,” I replied, “make your 
requisition.” “ General,” said he, “have you read 
these new Tactics?” “Yes, sir, I have,” said I; 


“T have studied them, and I mean to study them | p 


morning and eyening while I live.” He made his 
Tequisition for Casey’s Tactics through the adju- 
tant-general, who came in and said, “ Colonel Rice 
has made his requisition.” Said I, “All right; 
_ Bive me the paper.” I took it, folded it away, and 


did up a package of forty-two Testaments and. 


sent them out to, his headquarters, His officers 


all gathered around him to get the new book. 
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As they opened the package, out came the Testa- 
ments. Of course there was a momentary disap- 
pointment in the group of officers. But it was the 
means, dear brethren, of leading more than one of 
these officers to a saving knowledge of these Tao- 
tics. Colonel Rice, for a long time, had been seri- 
ously inclined ; he had been to our meetings and 
had talked to me on the subject of religion. He 
commenced reading the Bible from that very day 
earnestly and prayerfully. A few months after- 
wards, while leading his courageous boys against 
the bayonets of Sterling Price of the rebel army, 
he received a serious wound. I visited him as he 
passed up the Mississippi river to his home to die. 
I called upon him on the steamer, and found him 
rejoicing in hope, clinging to the sure word of 
prophecy contained in this Book, and looking for- 
ward to the time when he should join the great 
army of the skies, I sat down with him, and we 
sang together : 
“ Jesus can make a dying bed 

Feel soft as downy pillows are, 

As on his breast I lean my head, 

And breathe my life out sweetly there.” 

A few days ago I received from his chaplain a 
long epistle telling me how triumphantly and 
gloriously this soldier left earth for heaven. 

The army has been full of such incidents, The 
nearly two millions of the Scriptures read and 
studied by them will bear good fruits. As the 
army comes marching home, you will find many 
who went out with profanity on their lips speak- 
ing words of truth and soberness, and they will 
return good and substantial citizens, But, as I 
said before, never can we estimate the good the 
Bible has done in the army until we shall all be- 
come citizens in that better and heavenly world.

SACRED RELICS,

THE INFLUENCE OF A PRAYING MOTHER AND 
SISTER, 


Mr. P. G. Gillett, of Jacksonville, Ill., a delegate 
of the Christian Commission, in a recent report of 
his labours, gives the following instance of the 
happy influence of a praying mother and sister, 
which fell under his own eye while the army was 
before Petersburg: 

On a Sabbath evening, after holding religious 
exercises in various wards of a field hospital, we 
had started away, but were called back by a Mr. 
K., of New Hampshire, who asked if we would not 
give him a New Testament. He stated that he 
was the son of a pious, invalid mother, who had 
followed him, a wild, wayward boy, by her pray- 
ers, fourteen years. At fifteen years of age he had 
left home and gone to New York city, where he 
had led a wicked life. He was the pet son of the 
family, and had given his friends great pain and 
sorrow, especially an only sister, of whose piety he 
spoke very tenderly, who had never ceased to pray 
for him. He had been thinking of his condition 
for some time, and was resolved to lead a different 
life, “This morning,” he said, “while you held 
services in our tent, I felt myself strangely over- 
powered, in a manner that I have witnessed in 
others, but never before experienced in myself.” 
He was supplied with the Scriptures, as he had 
requested, and manifested great thankfulness for 
them. Subsequent observation and conversation 
with this young man, whom I found to be one of 
uncommon intelligence, convinced me that he was 
truly converted to God.

For a long time it cost more to buy a Bible than 
a labouring man could earn in a year. After the 
art of printing had made books cheaper, men be- 
gan to print and sell Bibles, in order to make 
money. Very few of the poor people-had money 
to buy with, and as for the heathen nations, no 
printer could make money by providing for them, 
Some rich men esteemed it a privilege to give 
Bibles to the poor, and some good men spent 
their lives in teaching heathen tribes the knowl- 
edge of salvation by the remission of sins; but 
it was not until the beginning of the present cen- ° 
tury that the people of God began in earnest the 
work of giving a Bible to every human being. To 
provide more than a thousand millions of Bibles,

In the year 1816, the friends of truth met in the 
city of New York, and organized the American 
Bible Society.

At the 
Bible House all sects drop their sectarian disputes, 
all parties hush their disgraceful quarrels, and even 
the horrid demons of war acknowledge the au- 
thority of the Prince of Peace.

By-and-by one of our missionaries, following the 
track of his Bibles, heard about this man, and he 
hastened to visit him. He found him on the 
weer the picture of poverty, but with such a 
ace! The missionary instantly saw there was 
heaven in it. Beside him was a Bible, and that 


explained all. The old man never saw a mission- | 


ary before. He never heard a sermon, never at- 
tended a prayer-meeting. He could not eyen read 
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when he first heard the Bible read by the road-side. 
He could read now. He had learned by great la- 
bour to read. 

The missionary came to comfort and instruct 
the old man; but the old man comforted the mis- 
sionary, and taught him a new lesson in the won- 
ders-of God’s mercy and grace, And as his case 
touched the missionary’s heart, so it must touch 
other hearts; for in fact, the Bible is such a com- 
mon book among us, we forget what a wonderful 
book it is. It is only when we see its light shining 
in a dark place that we realize the cheering fact 
that it contains the light of the world. Every- 
thing else is darkness, or only a reflection of this 
light; and we are often so much occupied with 
other good books, that we forget the Bible is the 
fountain-head of truth. The others are only rills 
that flow from it.

Encouraging accounts were received of the re- 
sumption of the work in the southern States, the 
re-organization of old societies, and the formation 
of new ones, and the organization of a Bible so- 
ciety by the coloured people at Knoxville, Tenn. 

Grants of books were made to the Presbyterian 
Board of Publication; to the American Seamen’s 
Friend Society; numerous grants to Bible socie- 
ties and committees at the South; to soldiers and 
freedmen; liberal grants for Mexico and South 
America, and Liberia, with many ofsmaller amount, 
including four volumes in raised letters for the 
Blind; making the entire number of books grant- 
ed, 11,052. The number is much smaller than 
during the war, but the proportion of the larger 
books, and especially of Bibles, is very much 
greater. ; 

To the Presbyterian Board of Missions were 
granted $1,000 for electrotyping the pocket Chi- 
nese Testament in China, 

The Board requested the Committee on Ver- 
sions to prepare a suitable memorial in reference 
to the Rey. Dr. Jones, to be presented at the next

During the month of September, reports were 
received from twenty-seven of the Agents of this 
Society, and the following are the results of their 
labours: Auxiliaries visited, 165; Bible meetings 
attended, 176; Bible society anniversaries attend- 
ed, 63; auxiliaries or branch societies organized 
or reyived, 44; number of sermons or addresses 
delivered, 249; number of letters and circulars 
sent out, 5,115; number of miles travelled, 17,091; 
amount of donations collected by the Agents, 
$13,178 25; amount received by them from the 
sale of books, $3,205 82; amount remitted by them 
to the Parent Society, $11,956 88; amount paid 
by them into the treasuries of auxiliaries, $738 96; 
amount of subscriptions obtained by them, but not 
yet paid, $1,544 96; number of families visited in 
their fields, 20,905; number of destitute families 
found, 1,090; number of destitute families sup- 
plied, 830; number of destitute individuals sup- 
plied, 306; number of Sabbath and other schools 
supplied, 25, etc., etc.

REPORTS OF AGENTS, 

Rev. W. H. Dz Puy, of WEesterRN New York, sends 
‘us the following incident: “In a small church, never 
before visited by a Bible agent, after an address, in which 
some allusions were made to the noble efforts of the 
American Bible Society during the war, to supply the 
army with the Scriptures, the collection plates were re- 
turned, bearing, with other contributions, a fly-leaf torn 
from a memorandum book, in which was folded a small 
bank note, and on which was the following, in pencil : 
“Rey. Sir: I cannot send you more; but I give the Bible 
Society a saved soldier's gratitude. God bless you. God 
bless the American Bible Society. A Returned Soldier.” 

Mr. De Puy is laying and prosecuting well-conceived 
plans in furtherance of the objects contemplated by the 
Society, during its present Jubilee year. 

Rev. WILLIAMSON TERRELL, of SourH INDIANA, sends 
us this month his closing report, having decided to re- 
tire from the Bible agency which he has occupied with 
80 much efficiency and such general acceptance, for the 
past thirteen years, and to enter again upon the pastoral 
work. The spirit which he manifests upon giving up 
his commission is eminently worthy of his entire con- 
nexion with this Institution; and he carries with him 
into the pastorate the kindest feelings and wishes of 
both its Officers and its Managers, ’ 

“The assurance,” writes Mr. Terrell, “that the Offi- 
cers of the American Bible Society appreciate my feeble 
labours in the Bible work is very grateful to my heart. 
Their expressions of approbation and kindly feeling I 
will carry with me to the grave. My official intercourse 
with you has been both pleasant and religiously profit- 

able, and I shall bear it in grateful remembrance.” 


Rev. E. W. Smita, of NortHwest On10, writes us: 
“During the past month, we visited over sixteen hun- 
dred families, two hundred and forty-four of which were 
ascertained to be destitute of the whole Bible, and over 
two hundred of these were supplied. This is truly a 
missionary work—carrying the blessed Gospel to the homes 
of the people.” 

Rev, Henry Harvie, of NortH CaRoxina, is prose- 
cuting his labours with gratifying success. ‘“ The Bible 
cause,” he writes, “meets with much favour wherever 
Igo.” In various parts of the State our auxiliaries are 
re-organizing, and resuming their efforts to supply their 
respective fields with the Scriptures. It is very seldom 
that Mr. Hardie meets with any opposition in his work ; 
and with but here and there one who is even indifferent 
to its advancement. His efforts to supply freedmen and 
the poorer classes of the white population are cheerful- 
ly seconded by all with whom he comes in contact. 
“The poor Africans especially,” writes Mr. H., “are so- 
licitous for light of all kinds, of which I could give you 
many touching proofs; and the Bibles which the Board 
of Managers have sent to the Freedmen’s Bureau here 
for their use, I trust will do them much good.” 

“T am operating,” writes he, “upon the plan of get- 
ting the Bible Society re-established at one point, at 
least, in each county in the State, especially at the 
county seat, or wherever it existed before the war. In 
this way, by establishing a fountain-head in each coun- 
ty, I shall hope to get the good Word speedily into all 
sections of the State; and when this has been done, I 
shall begin to go through each county, and endeavour 
to influence the people to organize branch Bible socie- 
ties in the various townships; and with this in view, I 
am now labouring in those counties which lie along the 
North Carolina Railroad.” 

Rey. E. O. Dunnine, of SourH WESTERN VIRGINIA 
AND EASTERN TENNESSEE, also gives an encouraging 
account of his labours in his important field. ‘In Vir- 
ginia,” he writes, “I find much destitution of the Scrip- 
tures, and great readiness to receive them from the 
American Bible Society. I have already organized sey- 
eral Bible committees in the Valley, and I find no hin- 
derance to the circulation of the Scriptures through our 
organization.” 

“In Tennessee,” adds Mr. Dunning, “no objections are 
urged against the policy of our Institution ; and auxilia- 
ries as well as Bible committees may readily be estab- 
lished in all accessible towns. At several central points, 
I have already formed new committees, and revived old 
auxiliaries. How much can be done for the benefit 
of the coloured population by the operations of our So- 
ciety is yet involved in doubt; as I find, even in East 
Tennessee, the old barriers to their education and ad- 
vancement. In these circumstances, I do what I can 
to impress the public mind with the idea, that freedmen 
must have education and the Gospel at the hands of the 
Southern people themselves,” — : 

Mr. Dunning is no stranger in the-field committed to 
his care, having acted as Bible agent there before the 
war; and under his discreet and persevering efforts, we 
hope soon to be able to record there a most gratifying 
re-establishment of our work. 

Ruy. E. A. Boiss, of Sour CaRro.rna, reports hay- 
ing organized three additional Bible committees ; one in 
King’s Tree Presbyterian Church, one in White Oak. 
Presbyterian Church, and one in Indiantown Presbyte- 
rian Church—all in the bounds of the Williamsburg 
district. These committees and one auxiliary have 
agreed to distribute the Scriptures within their respec- 
tive fields among all classes of destitute readers alike. In 
some portions of the State, our Agent meets with no.

encouragement in his work, even from the ministers of 
the Gospel; while, at the same time, they admit that 
the destitution of the Scriptures on every side is very 
great. In the prosecution of his work, however, in this 
important field, he is more generally meeting with the 
pleasing evidence, that the simple and sublime objects 
proposed by this national and catholic Institution are 
commending themselves earnestly to the hearts of the 
great mass of the Christian and philanthropic citizens of 
the State. The Bible committees already formed in the 
State are searching out and supplying the destitute 
Within their respective bounds, with commendable 
earnestness ; and the hope is awakened that, at no dis- 
tant day, the friends of the Bible in every portion of 
that field will be harmonious and zealous promoters of 
this bea work. 

Rey. W. C. Jonnson, of Mississippi, has entered upon 
his work under circumstances of much encouragement. 
In a letter just received from him, Mr. Johnson writes: 
“Very soon we shall need many books; and in view of 
the utter financial prostration of the people here, your 
Society will, as you well know, be called upon to make 
large grants in behalf of both the white and the coloured 
population. I have already had interviews with [a 
number of prominent gentlemen of the State, who were 
visiting Memphis, by way of preparing for my work; 
and have made conditional arrangements with several 
persons who are willing to labour as Bible colporteurs 
in my field; and I expect to begin my work at Corinth— 
the very centre of desolation and Bible destitution.” 

Rey. W. F. Barrp, of TENNESSEE, writes: “I have 
opened the Bible work in every county town on the 
railroad from Nashville to Bristol on the Tennessee and 
Virginia State line—a distance of three hundred and 
seventy-five miles. I met with a cordial welcome 
wherever I went. There is, as might be expected, after 
four long years of war, a very great destitution of the 
Scriptures among the people here; and I am happy to 
say that they are rejoiced to know that the blessed Word 
of Life, whose ‘leaves are for the healing of the nations’, 
is again to visit them. When I visited a place, and told 
the people who Iam, and the object of my visit, they 
would often say: ‘I am glad to see you. I was just 
thinking of that old Society, and wondering how we 
could get some Bibles and Testaments.’ Sometimes 
they would say: ‘You are the very man we want to 
see;’ and on one occasion, after I had concluded my 
address, an old member of a former Bible organization 
said: ‘I was thinking of the American Bible Society 
only yesterday; and I am glad that its Agent has eome 
here. This is about the only thing left in the country, 
that I feel like taking hold of.’” 

Rev. F. Buget, of Catirornis, having returned to his 
field from his visit in the Atlantic States, has once more 
entered upon his work, having already visited Nevada, 
and made arrangements for the organization of a Bible
